ing! of exprets companies operating in 
Indian*, will, be effected by a ' new 
schedule of rate* announced today by 
the itiite railroad ranimisgion to go 
into'effect March 15. Cuts averaging 
one-sixth are made in present .charges, 
but 25 cents stands as the minimum 
for transporting a package.

It Would Help Some 


Of course this is a humanitarian as- 


pect, but it has come to pass in modern 
times that civilization in the conduct of 
hazardous business has been 'elevated to 
a point where the conservation of lives 
of men i« quite a« important as the 
making of large and useless fortunes. 
So too, it might he said, for instance, 
that the 300 per cent profit of one of 
the companies investigated here paid in 
bonds in addition to ithe usual regular 
profit arising out of the business, might 
have been very properly used if the rail- 
road companies had done the business 
to making better passenger stations, to 
ventilating .cars, to providing proper 
heat and light and all the comforts that 
ought necessarily to attend the travel- 
ing public whenever in any long dis- 
tance country like this any unit of that 
public has occasion to travel on the rail- 
roads.

Railways Should Have

He. also asks thnt a vehicle of some
